said two more states, Coahuila. and, 
Durango, had definitely joined the 
revolt.

ABOLISH THE PASSPORT FEE 
With plentiful grumbling, all Ameri- 


can tourists who visit. Great Britain, 
France, Poland and other nations pay 
$10 for each passport visa. It mounts, 
up to a tidy sum; some estimates put 
the total at nearly $100,00a,000 since 
the war. When the American protests 
to foreign officials, they tell him that 


' thc^ United States began the game first. 


Some of them add they would gladly 
: wipe out the fee, but that the United 
-•'States offers an unsatisfactory basis 
for reciprocity. Washington" will abol- 
ish the fee^for tourists, of whom we re- 
ceive few and send out many, but not 
for immigrants. Unsatisfactory as this" 
basis is, Germany, Sweden, Belgium 
and now Italy have accepted it. They 
do this in the hope of attracting more 
•American tourists, but they complain- 
of our unfairness. 


Why do we insist on this $10 fee for 


immigrants, many of whom can ill af- 
ford to pay it? -Congressional action 


i:will be required tp abolish it, and con- . 
gresS: shows no sign of willingness: to 
take such r step.-:- Yet the arguments 
which Chairman Johnson of the House 
Immigration committee now assigns 
•for keepjng the fee are exceedingly 
feeble. He says that it serves a doubje 
purpose: "It ac.ts as a check on quota-, 
immigrants and gives us a line through 
information obtained in the passport" 
as to their characters; and it also "pro- 
vides revenue to defray the cost of the 
additional labor imposed on bur con- 
sular offices." 
But is it necessary to 


charge a $10 visa fee to assure the 
passport information? 
Cannot full 


passports be required of all immigrants 
with a $1 fee or no fee at all?

REGULATING BILLBOARDS 
New Jersey is said to suffer more 


from billboards than any other state. 
The scenery destroyers there have used 
their opportunity to the full. New Jer- 
sey has a vast motor traffic of its own, 
and also a vast traffic 
from other 


states^ It lies between populous regions 
and is a sort of national thoroughfare. 
So the billboard people have plastered 
the Jersey roads with their wares. 
Often the billboards stand in almost 
solid rows for miles. Now, as the New 
York Times remarks, "No one seeks 
the country to find out what is best to 
cat, drink, wear and lake for the ills of 
the flesh, or what hotel to stop at." 
And sensitive motorists have their fun 
spoiled by all this sordid exploitation. 


It happens that New Jersey plans to 


spend an enormous sum on its high- 
ways, $180,000,000 in the nexf five 
years.

was aboard the cruiser Washington 
as chief quartermaster; when ws 
were towing torpedo boats on a tes 
cruise from San Diego-to the Ha 
waiian islands and then to the Sam 
oan islands and back again. 


While running into some heavy 


weather out in the Pacific, a de 
stroyer got adrift, the line having 
snapped. The Washington was man 
euvering as closely as possible to 
the 
helpless destroyer. We go 


around to her after shooting severa 
sky rockets with a fishing line at 
tached. The tow line was then pullet 
aboard and we proceeded. 


A similar instance occurred when 


I was chief quartermaster of the 
Tonapah, and we went to the assist 
ance of a disabled, submarine off 
Hatteras. We used a long line with 
a barrel on the end of it. The idea 
of this was to have the barrel float 
from the submarine toward the ship 
that we could pick it up and get 
hold of the line, but after several at- 
tempts, we gave up this plan. 


I then got a big piece of pipe 


about four feet long and had it in 
sertcd a rocket carrying a long line. 
After determining the approximate 
and correct angle, we sent the roc- 
ket out on its way, carrying the 
line, the end of which was fastened 
to our shop. A rocket always floats 
to leeward. The fourth rocket landed 
on the destrojer and the heavy haw- 
ser was pulled aboard. Once fasten- 
ed, the Tonapah started for 
Nor- 


folk, with the submarine in tow. 


One night while aboard the Min- 


neapolis, which 
was bound 'from 


Philadelphia to Havana in 1306 to

C. M. Jansky as radio commission- 
ers fell by the- wayside along with 
those ot several circuit judges, oth- 
er court appointments and postmas- 
ters. 


Unless president Hoover sees fit to 


provide recess appointments for the 
vacant commissioner-ships, that body 
will function as a three-man agency 
until the new congress in December. 


Practically at the last legislative 


moment the senate pushed through 
tho Watson-White WH to continue 
the commission's life. But the meas- 
ure passed with an amendment that 
•will curtail that authority to Dec. 
'51. 1929, instead of until March 15. 
1930., as the original measure pro- 
vided. The house, which had passed 
the original

an 


amendment of its own, limiting the 
terms of all commissioners to one 
year, instead of on a graduated scale 
of 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 years, accepted the 
senate's new amendment without de- 
bate.

Both 
Mr. Batcheller and Prof. Jansky are 
radio engineers and would have giv- 
en the 'commission a better balance.

"Making a plan Is an important 


part of courses," says Fitzsimmons. 
"When a person's pencil moves he 
begins to think. He notices the ar- 
rangement of buildings and sees 
things which otherwise would 
not 


occur to him. For instance, he may 
see that there is a shed just whpre 
the path to the barn should be." 


No two farms are alike, so no 


rules can be given. The farmstead 
should be so planned that the build- 
ings are logically and conveniently* 
located. \ common fault of farm 
planning is that the lots are in front 
of the barns or sheds.

mer mill, handy little machine for 
grinding food on the farm. 


The agricultural engineering di- 


vision of tho university has taken 
tho leading part in simplifying and 
promoting the mill, which represents 
a decided improvement over the burr 
type of grinders. Until tho universi- 
ty engineers became interested in the 
hammer mill, the cost was so high 
that fa.-mers generally could not af- 
ford the machine. 
Since tho con- 


struction has been altered, the coat 
of the mills with a motor and other 
attachments has bcon 
reduced to 


prices ranging from $50 to $125. de- 
pending on the size of the machine. 


"The hammer mill must be driven 


at a high speed," says F. \V. Duffce, 
agricultural engineer. 
"It is best 


operated with a small motor of about 
3 to 7 • 1-2 horsepower, although it 
can. with some, alterations, be driv- 
en with a gasoline engine. A 5 horse- 
power motor will grind about 300 
poundn of oats an hour, so fine that 
the hulls can hardly be detected In 
tho feed. It requires from 7 to 15 
kilowatt hotfrs of energy to grind 
a ton of tho average cow feed.

brellas. 


L'Enfant's converging streets are

MK. WORK'S POINTERS 
ON AUCTION BRIDGE 


The following interesting Bridge 


hand was recently sent to me by a 
correspondent who told me how he 
had played it and wanted to know 
whether he had played it correctly. 


My correspondent was 
South, 


Spades were the trump, the flrsf two 


tricks were Clubs and South trump 
ed the second of them. 


South then led the Ace of trumps 


to trick 3 and a small trump of 
trick 4, winning with the King in 
Dummy. 
Then he won a Heart 


finesse and led three trumps to force 
adverse discards and he followed his 
trump leads with a bluff lead of a 
Diamond. However, he was- unable 
to catch the King of Hearts and 
therefore lost one Heart trick, two 
Diamonds and one 
Club; 
conse- 


quently be failed to make game. 


His question was whether he 


should have-made game with those 
cards; and the answer is: Yes. 


After trumping the second Club, 


Declarer can see that, in addition to 
tho cno Club trick alrcajy Ivot, 
IK- 


also must lose two Diamonds. He 
can win every trump trick with the 
greatest ease: but if he should lose 
a Heart trick, his total loss will be 
four tricks and he will not make 
his game. The only way in which 
he can reasonably expect to take 


the three Hearts tricks is to le*d 
Hearts twice from Dummy and the 
only possible entries in Dummy are 
the two trumps. So Declarer should 
risk the los* of one trump trick by 
leading small from Clo«ed Hand and 
play the Nine from Dummy when 
West plays small. 


Of course if East have the Ten 


of trumps, this play will cost one 
trick (a trump will have been use- 
lessly sacrificed) and Declarer will 
make only two-odd: but if West 
have It (an even chance), the play 
will itin the game, supposing East 
to have the King of Hearts (another 
even chance.)
